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PREFACE 



This volume of the « Catalogue General des Antiquites Egyptiennes du 
Musee du Cairew is based on the manuscript of George Andrew Reisner 
(November 1867 — June 1962) which was written at the close of the last 
Century including the Canopies that were kept in the Museum during that time 
(when it was still at Gizeh). They counted 797 Canopic jars, parts of jars 
and Canopic chests. They were given the Catalogue numbers 4001-4760 and 
4977 - 5 ° 33 . In the ^Journal d’Entree» only 219 pieces have been entered 
under 176 numbers (one piece entered twice). Of these 2 1 9 pieces, the follow- 
ing 58 numbers have not been identified : Nos. 2205-2208, 2209-2212, 2669- 
2662, 2653-2656, 3395-3398 (1) , 34o2, 3444 , 5447-545o, 6 o 64 , 12653, 
12654, 12656, 16801, 17665-17668, 17669, 18196-18199, 18200- 
18203, 18206-18207, 20201, 2 1 327-2 1 33 o, 2i33i-2i334, 26076 and 
26654. The cover of J. d’E. No. 3 1 g66=Cat. No. 6077 (with the name of the Prince 
of Kush, Mery-Mes) had disappeared (cf. Maspero, «Momies Royales de Deir-El- 
Bahri v p. 583 ). Also J. d’E. Nos. 6370-6373 = Cat. Nos. 6096-6097 (with 
the name of Nai, New Empire), which, according to J. d’E., were found with 
limestone covers, have been fitted out with alabaster heads of the Middle 
Empire (possibly J. d’E. Nos. 3 3 96-8). 

Maspero (fiches) mentions 1 5 1 Canopic jars under 76 numbers. Of these 
the following numbers have not been identified : 6997, 5 ooo, 5 o 3 o(=J. d’E. 
No. 606 4 ), 5 o 4 o (= J. d’E. No. 20201) and 5 o 5 o (1 3 jars). 

The Canopic jars mentioned in Mariette’s Cat. 1892 and Cat. 1895 have 
all been identified. 

Mariette « Catalogue d’Abydos» mentions 29 vases under 10 numbers. Of 
these, the following have not been identified: Nos. 1 6 5 4 , 1660 (Series of 
four jars) and 1661 (Series of four jars). 

I took care of revising the manuscript, adding some notes and completing 
the unmentioned necessary details to make it rea<jy for publication. The 
most representable pieces which I have chosen in order to give a clear picture of the
